Rev. D M. Stewart, 
pastor at that time, m ade the 
brick. 
It w as a 
tw o-story 
building with classrooms on the 
first floor and sanctuary on the 
second The completed church 
cost $2,957.95 and was dedicated 
in June 1845. 
Rev. 
S tew art, 
like 
Dr. 
Laughlin, was a teacher and 
instructed many Rush County 
pupils in the classrooms of this 
church. It is said that the first 
Rushville High School was held 
here. The last service was held 
in the church in September lfe93. 
Music was quite a factor in the 
early church of the 1830’s A 
young lawyer and elder, Samuel 
B igger, (la te r G overnor of 
Indiana) often stood before the 
congregation and in a loud and 
sonorous voice led the singing of 
the psalms. 
In 1882 the first pipe organ in 
Rush County was installed in the 
church. It was a Hooks and 
H astings 
o rgan, 
m anually 
pumped from the back by boys 
of the Sunday School. 
L. 
M arshall 
C arm ichael, 
grandson of Dr. Laughlin, was 
the organist. He was born in 
Rushville on November 25, 1850. 
When the present church was 
completed and ready for in­ 
stallation of the organ, Mr. 
Carmichael carried it, piece by 
piece, and assembled it in the 
new church. Later the organ 
was converted to electricity. 
In 
1939 
this 
organ 
was 
replaced with the M.P. Moiler 
organ purchased for $6,100 plus 
the old organ. In addition to the 
1,315 pipes, 
it 
contains a 
beautiful 
set 
of cath ed ral 
chimes of 21 bells which are 
played from the keyboard. 
In the late fall of 1891 the 
church purchased a lot at the 
corner of Morgan and Third

Arnold, to build the present 
church building.

Japan To Honor 
Dead Statesman 


TOKYO 
( U P I ) 
— 
Form er 
Prim e Minister Eisaku Sato, 
who helped turn Japan into a 
•major economic power during 
his record rule of nearly eight 
years, will be given a national 
funeral 
later 
this 
month, 
officials said today. 
The 
74-year-old 
statesman 
and winner of the Nobel Peace 
Prize died 
Monday of heart 
failure resulting from a stroke 
he suffered two weeks ago in a 
geisha 
restaurant. 
He 
never 
regained consciousness. 
Prime Minister Takeo Miki 
and his ruling Liberal Demo­ 
cratic Party decided today to 
hold a national funeral, a step 
below a state funeral, in Tokyo 
this month. 
The official date will be set 
after consultation between gov­ 
ernment 
officials and 
Sato’s 
family. 
The government also decided 
to honor 
Sato 
posthumously 
with the “ Collar of the Supreme 
Order of Chrysanthemum," the 
highest decoration given to a 
Japanese national. 
Sato’s body was taken from 
Jikei University Hospital where 
he died to his home, a two-story 
wooden house in Tokyo. 
Fam ily services were sche­ 
duled tonight and a p rivate 
fam ily 
funeral 
Wednesday. 
Another 
private 
funeral 
for 
friends will be held later this 


week 
Fam ily friends said no date 
had been set for Sato’s burial. 
Japanese Buddhists customari­ 
ly keep the body at home, take 
it to the site of each funeral, 
and then bring it back again It 
is not unusual for the final 
burial to take place over a 
month after the date of death. 
Sato served as prime minis­ 
ter for seven and one 
half 
years, from 1964 to 1972, the 
longest 
consecutive 
term 
in 
Japanese history. During his 
administration the country en­ 
joyed unprecedented prosperity 
but 
also 
was 
divided 
by 
domestic turmoil. 


Sato capped his career by 
winning the Nobel Peace prize 
in 
1974 
for 
his 
policy 
of 
re p ro d u c tio n , nonintroduc­ 
tion 
and 
nonpossession 
of 
nuclear weapons. 


He 
is 
also 
credited 
with 
negotiating 
the 
return 
of 
Okinawa and the rest of the 
Ryukyu 
Islands 
from 
the 
United States in 1972. 
Sato’s retirement was partly 
forced by the disclosure that 
the 
United States 
had 
been 
quietly 
dealing 
with 
China 
without consulting its Japanese 
ally. 
His successors quickly rev­ 
ersed his policy and established 
diplomatic relations with Pe­ 
king.

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SMOKING CYCLES 
H istory re p e a ts itself. E ven the history of sm oking. 


E arly ex p lo rers and colonists in the New W orld learned 
to inhale tobacco from the Indians, who sm oked the leaf in 
a Y -shaped pipe. E ach end of the double-forked pipe, 
which w as called a tabaco, w as inserted into a nostril. 
H istorical records show th a t Colonial women as well as 
m en sm oked pipes, and in the early days sm oking w as 
even p erm itted at church services. 


M atches w ere unknown then, and pipes had to be kept 
lighted by sp a rk s created w hen flint w as scrap ed . The 
sounds of scrap in g w ere such an annoyance during s e r­ 
vices th at soon sm oking had to be banned a t church 
m eetings. 


O ther offensive aspects of tobacco w ere recognized 
early by the G eneral C ourt in M assachusetts, which 
passed law s m aking it illegal to grow the w eed or to 
sm oke it in public. “ Those who wished to do so m ight 
sm oke in ta v ern s, but only if no one present o b jected ,” 
say s one h isto rical source. “ At the first com plaint the 
sm oker had eith er to stop sm oking, hire a p riv ate room 
w here he w ould not disturb anyone, or face a possible fine 
of two shillings and sixpence.” 


The cycle is com ing round again. Smoking in enclosed 
public places 
is being 
restric ted or prohibited by 
legislatures ac ro ss the country. At this point in history, 
the purpose is to protect the health as well as the com fort 
of nonsm okers.

Cubans Begin Returning 


Skyjack Suspects To U.S.

Cuba has begun returning plane 
hijack suspects to the United 
States. 


The State D epartm ent, which 
Monday announced that three 
American 
citizens had 
been 
released by Cuba to Barbados 
and into FBI hands, said it did 
not 
know 
yet 
whether 
the 
release is a new signal from 
the Castro governm ent of a 
thaw in relations. 


The 
three 
w ere 
the 
first 
alleged hijackers to be sent 
home by Cuba since it signed 
an agreem ent with the United 
States m ore than two years ago 
either 
to 
hold 
persons 
who 
forced airliners to carry them 
to asylum in Cuba or return to 
them to the United States to 
stand trial. 


Only one other person had 
been returned, a former GI 
described as “ mentally unsta­ 
ble.” 
The State D epartm ent said it 
is studying the significance of 


the move, coming at a tim e 
when the United States and 
other m em bers of the Organiza­ 
tion of A m erican States are 
considering lifting diplomatic 
and trade sanctions imposed on 
Cuba in 1964. 


“The U.S. government was 
not informed by Cuba” of its 
decision to release the three 
Americans, a State Department 
official said. “ The U.S. govern­ 
m ent 
does 
not 
yet 
know 
whether this is the beginning of 
the release of hijackers 
by 
Cuba ... It m ay well be, but we 
don’t know.”

As might be expected of a 
publication 
nam ed 
Organic 
Gardening, the m agazine attrib­ 
utes vegetable incompatibility 
to various organic conflicts. But 
I ’m not sure th a t’s the whole 
story. 
T here’s a large and growing 
cult that believes plants have 
emotions. Many persons, p a r­ 
ticularly young people, talk to 
their plants, play music for 
them and otherw ise cater to 
their purported sensibilities. 
Although the validity of that 
theory is in dispute, it stands to 
reason that if plants do have 
emotions they also have per 
sonalities. 
Therefore, the incompatibility 
that Organic G ardening speaks 
of m ay be partly a result of 
personality clashes. Onions and 
peas are a good case in point 
H ere we h a v e th e classic 
m ism ating 
—the

LAKE BARKLEY, Ky. (UPI) 
— ” 1 think we’ve got a good 
lake here,” the oldtimer at the 
gas station said as he filled the 
gas tank of my pickup truck. 
He wouldn’t get any argu­ 
ment from me. Though it was 
my first trip to Barkley Lake, 
it wasn’t going to be my last. 
I often have fished Kentucky 
Lake, 
which 
connects 
with 
B arkley, but after nearly a 
week of stalking largemouth 
bass on Barkley I>ake, I was 
convinced 
it holds 
a 
great 
fishing future 
Bass fishermen are quick to 
judge a lake according to its 
fish population and variety of 
structure Barkley is top rate 
on both counts. 
The lake has numerous coves 
with buck brush, feeder creek 
channels 
and 
easy-to-find 
prominent deep-water structure 
such as old road beds, fast- 
sloping points and dropoffs near 
sandbars. 
But more important, it also 
has a promising bass popula­ 
tion. 
“ Look at that activity!” Tony 
DiCola 
of 
Hometown, 
111., 
remarked early one morning as 
we pulled into the back of a 
cove 
with 
a 
feeder 
creek 
channel. 
The cove was alive with bass 
chasing shad. 
Three casts later, the first 
largem outh bass of the day 
smacked the Rogers’ Big Jim 
lure I was using The two-and 
a half pounder tore line off my 
reel, but a short while later I 
had him to the boat 
“Good show,” DiCola said 
This is the type of action that 
a 
bass fisherman can 
find 
provided he puts his knowledge 
of largemouth bass to work 
For example, while working 
one likely stretch of shoreline 
in another cove with a plastic 
worm we had eight pickups in 
about 15 minutes Of course, we 
didn’t boat all the fish 
But it isn’t just bass fishing 
that draws fishermen to Bark­ 
ley 
Lake. 
In 
fact, 
more 
fishermen probably are drawn 
by the abundant number of 
catfish, bluegill (bream), crap­ 
pies, stripped bass and sUGER. 
It’s 
not 
uncommon 
to 
see 
fishermen 
hefting 
stringers 
with a mixture of fish 
The visitor to Barkley Lake 
should be warned to make 
reservations for accomodations 
far in advance, as rooms are 
limited and the distance be­ 
tween resorts often is several 
miles through rolling, tree-lined 
Kentucky hills. Also, there are 
few restaurants 
However, many cabins have 
cooking facilities, and there are 
numerous 
campgrounds 
for 
visitors, 
On Barkley I^ke, a 118 mile 
reservoir 
that 
extends 
into 
Tennessee, the fisherman need 
not worry about finding plenty 
of room to pursue his hobby. 
Barkley Lake was impounded 
in 1965 to develop the water 
resources of the Cumberland 
River and to control flooding rn 
the Ohio River Basin It covers 
93,430 acres 
It is the twin of Kentucky 
I.ake, to which it is connected 
by a simple channel with no 
lock 
While Kentucky Lake offers a 
larger 
fish as 
far 
as 
lar­ 
gemouth bass are concerned, 
Barkley is easier to fish, since 
the structure of the lake is 
more obvious, making it easier 
to find fish
